Tiif    con.stitution    was    jireparcd    by    sc\cral 
members  of  the  facultv    who  were  interested  in  this  step  in  advancement.     The 
student  l)o(l\-  voted  on  the  proposed  plan  and  tlie  result  of   the  election  ]>ro\ed 
tliat   the  niajnritN    of  them   were  interested  in  a  student   council.

'i'he  constitution  also  calls  for  the  president  of  the  W'omens  .'student  Leajjue  and 
the  Mens  .Student  Lea,t;ue  to  ser\e  as  repre^cntatix  es.  brin^in^  ibe  number  to 
fourteen. 

The  ])ur])<)se  of  the  ortjanization  is  to  jiromote  in  every  way  possible  the 
liest  interests  of  the  college;  to  regulate  all  matters  of  student  conduct  wliich  do 
not  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  faculty  and.  in  general,  to  ser\e  as  a 
means  bv  which  the  needs  of  the  students  may  be  presented  to  the  administration. 
.\11  suggestions  from  students  nuist  first  be  jiresented  to  the  Council. 

The  tirst  meeting  of  the  Council  todk  jilace  in  llie  College  Dining  Rcjom 
March  (>.  at  which  time  Dr.  I'oster  explained  the  organization  and  ])urposes  of 
the  Council.  Interest  is  undoubtedly  very  keen  as  there  was  a  i)erfect  attend- 
ance at  all  the  meetings  thus  far  this  year.

The  chief  sjieakers  for  this  year  were:  Mrs.  l''gleston.  wIki  talked 
about  literary  shrines  in  Mnsjland  ;  Miss  Lacy,  whose  subject  was  1".nj;lish  C'alli- 
edrals;  Uean  W'hitmyre.  who  jjave  a  travel  talk  on  the  West;  Mrs.  ^^'alsh.  who 
discussed  "I'roblems  of  .\mericanization"' ;  Miss  Lowman.  who  talked  on  "Mod- 
ern Music";  Dr.  Davis  on  "Psycholojiy  for  .\rt  Teachers";  Miss  Parks  on  "The 
luijoyment  of  Poetry";  and  .Miss  I'leijal.  whose  subject  was  "Ja]>anese  Paintint;

Many  citizens  will  recall 
the  fact  of  her  brinj;iny;  \\  illiam  Jenniniijs  ISryan,  who  ever  after  remained  her 
friend,  writinj;  to  her  from  time  to  time.  Miss  Leonard  always  .yave  in  her  own 
mimilahle  way  to  the  visitor  as  much  as  the  noted  ]ierson  broiiijht  to  u>. 
and  in  this  way,  our  atmosphere  was  both  stimulated  and  enriched. 

Modelinuf  our  thouf^ht  somewhat  after  Miss  Leonard,  the  Literary  Society 
knov.n  now  by  her  name,  has  endea\ored  to  carry  on  her  scheme  for  bringing 
celebrated  hig'h  class  talent  to  the  College,  .\mong  the  renowned  folk  the 
Leonard  Literary  Society  has  brought  to  the  College  have  been  .Mfred  Xoyes, 
English  poet;  Ruth  Draper,  internationally  famed  interpretor  of  her  own  original 
character  sketches ;  Cornelia,  an  artist  of  the  same  type,  somewhat,  and  yet 
totallv  different  from  Miss  Draper;  Charles  Rann  Kennedy,  pla\wright  and 
actor;  l-'.dilhe  Wynn  Mathison,  ."^hakesjiearian  actress;  1".  .\1.  Snulhcrn.  great 
.American  Shakespearian  actor;  Tony  Sarg's  Marionetts;  Rear  .\dmiral  ivichard 
E.  Byrd ;  Carola  Cioya,  Spanish  Dancer;  "AE"  or  George  Russell.  Irish  poel, 
painter,  economist,  mystic,  and  philosopher;  and  others.

I'unctioning  thus  the  menilH-r-^liip  lias  .steadily  grown  llnnugh  the  last 
lew  years  until  now  we  have  a  list  of  eleven  Junulred  and  sixty  memliers  in  this 
oldest  and  largest  organization  on  the  Campus. 

The  Society  proudly  lists  in  its  membership  one  lunulred  and  forty-nine 
faculty  members  who  obvi(nisly  \aluL-  the  high  standard  of  taknt  presented  by 
the  organization. 

The  faculty  adviser  to  the  Leonard  Literarx-  Society  is  h'.dna  Lee  l^pi'owls. 
'J'here  is  an  official  staff  of  ti\e  and  in  addition  to  this  a  council  of  eighteen 
students. 

What  more  fitting  tribute  than  to  ha\e  the  name  Leonard  dignify  this 
.Society  since  it  has  religously  labored  to  bring  into  being  the  dreams,  ideals, 
and  literary  \irtues  of  J.ine  V..  Leonard.

As  a  season's  oinncr  Indiana  sdiedulcd  tlu-  iMiwirtul  Carnegie  Ti-ch  l-"i"csli- 
nicn.  With  a  world  of  confidence  in  tlieniselves  tlie  Red  and  Slate  ap- 
peared on  the  field  and  jiatiently  waited  for  the  whistle.  At  first  the  two 
teams  seesawed  back  and  forth  in  the  center  of  the  field  without  seemingf  to  get 
anyplace.  Late  in  the  first  half  the  Skibo  team  com])leted  a  Ions;  forward 
pass  that  placed  them  within  scorini;  distance  of  the  tinaJ.  The  nearness  of  the 
last  white  line  inspired  them  to  a  ])rodij;()us  etifort.  and  ilicy  |iiished  the  ball 
across  in  a  series  of  fast  line  plun,a;es.  Indiana  receive<l.  and  .Steele  returned 
the  hall  to  the  thirty-yard  line.  Held  for  downs  Indiana  was  forced  to  kick,  and 
a  Tartan  tackle  rushed  throuvjh  from  nowhere  and  blocked  the  punt.  The  ball 
lidunded  far  hack  <lii\\n  the  field  and  was  recovered  by  the  op])onents  on  the 
two-yard  line.  The  Tartan  boys  held  a  secret  conference  back  of  their  own 
line;  then  in  three  successive  line  charges  they  droxe  the  ball  across.  Twelve 
nothing;  the  breaks  were  certainly  against  Indiana  that  half.  The  second  hall 
the  Red  and  ."-^late  came  back  with  renewed  vigor;  but  they  couldn't  force  that 
oval  ajijile  across  the  last  while  marker.  Then  in  the  last  quarter  the  ".Scotlies" 
from  Pittsburgh  iiullcd  another  .-urprise.  They  hea\ed  a  long  pass  down  the 
field,  and  an  end  appeared  out  of  nowhere  and  captured  it.  Within  scoring 
tlistance  again,  and  a  tired  bunch  of  boys  Indiana  couldn't  hold  the  superior 
weight.  Another  touchdown  and  an  extra  point,  and  in  a  little  while  the  game 
was  o\er,  19  to  0;  thu-  tin-  I'laid  men  hail  the  first  scalp  of  the  season  to  hang 
lo  their  belt. 
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The  second  i;ame  of  tlie  season  was  one  of  that  kind  which  wrings  sobs 
from  tlie  lieart  of  an  athlete.  Tlie  hall  seemed  to  be  having  a  good  time  rolling 
around  on  the  tield  by  itself.  Steele  or  Muschella  would  make  a  long  run  only 
to  have  someone  try  to  play  basketball  on  the  ne.xt  i)lay  and  dribble  the  ball 
down  the  tield.  Needless  to  say  this  style  of  play  was  not  highly  successful 
and  desi)ite  Indiana's  twenty-first  downs  she  did  not  cross  the  Fairmont  goal  line. 
This  was  one  of  those  ])athetic  affairs  about  which  the  less  said  the  better.  The 
Pittsburgh  jiajiers  summarized  it  when  they  said.  "i-"rurmont  Teachers  Hold 
Indiana  Scoreless." 

The  C'larion  game  was  third  on  the  schedule.  Indiana  hit  her  stride  early 
in  the  game,  and  after  that  it  was  easy  pickings.  Long  runs  by  Harper  and 
Steele  featured  the  game,  the  longest  one  being  a  punt  that  Harjier  returned 
60  vards  for  a  touchdown.  With  the  second  and  third  team  jilaying  most  of  the 
game,  Indiana  was  still  vastly  sujierior  to  Clarion,  and  the  tinal  score  of  33  to  0 
was  only  a  sampling  of  what  the  score  might  have  been. 

.\fter  Clarion.  Kdinboro :  and  what  a  difference.  Many  of  the  Maroon  and 
•  iray  were  cripi)led.  and  the  ones  that  weren't  injured  seemed  to  get  it  in  this 
game.  The  half  ended  si.\  to  nothing  in  fa\()r  of  b.dinboro.  but  they  had  been 
outi)layed  during  the  whole  of  the  first  half.  .\t  the  end  of  the  third  cpiarter 
the  score  was  still  6  to  0 ;  and  the  I'.dinboro  team  could  do  anything  and  go  any- 
where they  pleased  with  the  ball.  27  to  0  and  the  game  was  over,  but  a  sad  and 
ilisheartened  team  was  returning  home  with  the  biggest  game  of  the  season 
looming  in  front  of  them. 
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Sliiijiery  Ivnck  lit  on  our  red-jcrsfyt'd  men  in  about  a  dozeii  ]ilacis  at  once, 
and  from  then  on  tlie  I\c<l  and  Slate  didn't  ai)|>arently  know  what  it  was  all 
about.  The  passes  that  Sli|)i)ery  Rock  used  worked  almost  continually  to  ]>er- 
fection,  and  they  used  plenty  of  them,  .\nother  scalp  tor  the  (ireen  and  White, 
and  Indiana  was  bci^inninij  to  look  balil-headed. 

Soinethiiii;  sna]>]>ed  Indiana  back  to  life  before  the  California  sjame,  and 
what  they  did  to  the  \'ello\\  ;ind  rurjile  wasn't  indicated  at  all  by  the  score  of 
8  to  6.  Captain  Muschella  and  "Howdy"  ."Steele  played  with  all  their  old  time 
zip  and  speed.  W  ith  all  their  conlidence  back  and  only  one  more  ijame  on  the 
schedule,  and  that  with  a  newcomer  to  the  ranks  of  football,  Indiana  hoped  to 
end  the  season  with  a  victory.  The  Indians  j(jurneyed  to  Ship])ensburg  for  the 
last  game  of  the  season.  From  the  start  of  the  battle  the  Red  and  Slate  showed 
their  power.  In  the  first  few  minutes  of  play  the  ball  was  driven  down  to  the 
opponents'  goal  line  and  only  a  ])ass  grounded  o\er  the  line  ke|)t  the  Indians 
from  scoring.  The  half  ended  0  to  0,  and  then  started  the  fateful  second  half. 
With  a  furious  drive  the  Red  team  drove  a  touchdown  across  the  line,  and  for 
the  rest  of  the  game  they  seesawed  with  the  oval  on  the  Shippensburg  goal,  but 
they  didn't  have  the  punch  to  advance  it  across.  Then  suddenly  the  game  was 
over,  and  the  closing  game  of  the  season  was  gra\en  on  the  credit  side  of  the 
athletic  ledger,  6  to  0.

Till-'.  f(intl)all  season  closed  ami  juactice  was  started  for  basketliall.  All  hut 
three  of  the  men  of  the  varsity  stjuad  of  the  preceding  season  had  re- 
turned. The  prospects  of  an  excellent  season  under  the  lcadir>hi])  ot 
Captain  tiuthrie  seemed  almost  a  certainlv.  Things  had  to  he  rushed,  fm-  two 
games  were  scheduled  before  the  Christmas  holidaxs.  (hi  December  1.^.  the 
much-heard  of  .'-laints.  (jur  ancient  athletic  ri\al>  from  l.atrobe.  journeyed 
confidently  to  Indiana  fully  cxjiecting  to  carry  back  the  seal])  of  the  hulians. 
.\s  the  slang  expression  is:  "It  was  just  like  taking  cand\'  from  a  baby."  The 
future  angels  didn't  lia\e  a  chance.  The  Ked  and  .'-^late  went  out  in  front  at 
the  start  of  the  game  and  they  stayed  tliere.  28—18  was  the  final  score  and 
the  .Maroon  boys  from  home  had  grabbed  the  first  wig  to  put  in  the  season's 
iropjiy  case. 

The  next  game  of  the  season  was  with  the  fast-passing  accurate-slKJOiing 
cjuintet  from  Pdoomsburg.  Might  hundred  fans  screamed  themselves  hoarse, 
and  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  tift\-nine  bones  were  jiusbed  out  of  place 
in  tlie  efforts  to  spur  tjie  Indians  on  to  \ictor_\'.  Less  than  a  minute  to  ]ila_\'  and 
the  .score  tied  at  23 — 2}i.  The  fans  were  gasjiing  for  breath.  Twd  opposing 
players  got  all  mixed  U])  in  each  other,  and  the  referee  unwrapped  them  and 
let  the  boy  from  Bloomsburg  take  an  unmolested  toss  at  tJie  hoo]j.  He  missed 
everything.  The  ball  went  right  through  the  center  of  the  little  iron  ring  with- 
out touching  a  thing;  and  then  before  the  Crimsf)n  could  retaliate,  the  game 
ended  with  the  Red  and  Slate  on  the  short  end  of  a  23 — 24  score.

'I'he  visiting  center  hau),ditily 
ij,niore<l  him.  ".'slndit''--"  fielini^v  weic  Inirt  sd  he  tlirevv  the  ball  viciously  away 
;ind  il  fell  ri,L;hl  into  ihi-  liaskel.  1,^ — 12  and  llic  •jame  was  over  with  another 
head  in  the   Imhan's  hunliiij;  li.a.L;'. 

C'alifnrnia  I'e.ulurs  came  ennlidmllv  un  U\  <iur  lloor  and  had  a  lovely  time 
jilavinj^  parlor  !;anie>  while  ihe  .M.iruim  .md  ."-Hate  was  runninf^  up  a  score. 
Snddeidy   the   !;anic   seemed   to  he  o\er  and   .i  -15 — 34   victory   had   gone   to   the 

Indi.ins. 

.Sli])per\  Rock  hypnotized  onr  men  and  r.m  past  them  whenever  they  jileased 
to  make  .a  haskel.  Millers\ille  in  ;i  la-l  niinule  rush  won  another  close  one  from 
the  home  l.alenl.  llu'n  the  tide  of  hallle  once  more  Im'ned  in  our  favor  and 
C'larion  was  taken  umt  to  the  tune  of  .V^ — 25. 

I'.dinhoro  dragj^ed  Ihemsehes  away  from  their  lake  long  enough  to  play 
one  of  those  last  minute  agonizers  on  our  lloor.  With  only  a  few  minutes  to 
!-.l;i\-  the\  threw  t'\  evythiti,!:;  hut  the  lloor  into  the  l>a>ket  and  came  out  on  the 
1(111"  end  of  a  2V — 2f)  score. 
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Tlie  Indians  went  to  make  some  sctcial  calls  in  llic  I'.ast.  They  were  iiolilely 
received,  hut  hailly  treated,  .\fter  they  had  heen  .sorely  chastized  hy  I'looms- 
burg.  East  Stroudsburjj.  and  Shimienslnir!;.  tlu-y  relin  ni'd  himie  much  cliastened 
in  spirit. 

Hopinjj  tor  more  success  the  team  turned  Ui  the  West  for  contjuests.  They 
were  pinnina;'  their  faith  on  that  old  shout  of  Horace  tireeley,  "Go  west  young 
man,  ^a  west".  The  \'.  M.  C".  .\.  C'ollejje  once  more  fell  before  their  attack 
and  they  hung  another  hunch  of  hair  at  their  belts.  They  did  not  tritie  with 
the  Ohio  boys  as  they  had  at  home.  Matters  were  rushed  and  the  score  was 
33—25. 

Returning  from  Ohio  they  stopped  off  at  that  suburb  of  liutler.  Slijijjery 
Rock,  and  did  their  best  to  collect  the  top  knot  of  the  men  in  green.  But  their 
efforts  met  with  bleak  failure  and  they  left  some  of  their  own  hair  behind. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  was  with  l-'.dinboro  on  the  l-ldinboro  floor.  The 
effort  to  win  was  valiant  but  it  availed  little,  and  the  Red  and  Slate  came  home 
with  the  small  end  of  the  score. 

All  in  all  it  was  a  good  sea.son  packed  willi  thrills  and  spills  to  please  the 
heart  of  any  fan.  We  were  sorry  when  the  boys  lost  a  game,  but  we  know 
they  always  did  their  best.  .\nd  win  or  lose  deep  down  in  our  hearts  we  always 
felt  that  we  had  the  best  team.     .Sometimes  they  just  had  an  "off  night".

The  outstanding  men  on  this  year's  team  who  were  capable  of  winning  a 
varsity  letter  were  captain  Rudolph,  Muschella,  T.  Marshall,  (i.  Marshall, 
Kunkle,  Arisman,  and  Grundy. 

With  these  men,  together  with  several  others  who  will  return  iie.xt  year, 
Indiana  should  have  a  successful  \ear.
